DFL congressmen push for open season 
on Minnesota’s gray wolves

Despite few problems, the congressmen 
appear to be caving to the livestock 
lobby. 


S ome two million wolves once 
prowled this continent’s wilder¬ 
ness. By the 1970s, their numbers 
had shrunk to the thousands. 
The Endangered Species Act afforded 
protection enough for the animals to 
attempt a comeback. It’s estimated there 
are now about 10,000 gray wolves roam¬ 
ing the lower 48 states. 

That’s recovery enough, according to 
Minnesota Democratic Congressmen Col¬ 
lin Peterson and Rick Nolan. 

Peterson, who represents the state’s 
largest and most rural district, stretching 
from the Canadian border to Marshall, 
is one of the authors of the “Gray Wolf 
Management Act.” Nolan, whose constitu¬ 
ency lives in Minnesota’s northeastern 
arrowhead, is a co-sponsor. 

The legislation would gut federal regu¬ 
lations that say wolves can be killed only 


if they present imminent danger to human 
life or to safeguard conservation. 

In Minnesota the animals are currently 
listed as threatened, not endangered. The 
designation allows for federal officials to 
trap and kill them near where livestock 
or pets have been killed or injured. 

The Management Act would hand off 
federal stewardship to the states. This 
could mean farmers and pet owners alike 
would be given license to shoot and kill 
with impunity. 

Nolan spokesperson Samantha Bisogno 
says that wolves “are no longer endan¬ 
gered.” Thus Minnesota officials should be 
granted the freedom “to employ tried and 
true conservation measures that would 
allow property owners to protect animals 
on their lands.” 

But the numbers seem to indicate 
there’s no substantive problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the DNR, between 2006 and 2012 
there were 100 verified incidents where 
wolves killed or injured domesticated 
animals. In other words, wolves are a 
problem about 14 times annually. 

The lawmakers’ push distresses officials 
from numerous environmental groups. 


including the Center for Biological Diver¬ 
sity, a one million-member nonprofit that 
advocates for protection of endangered 
species. 

“What I’ve heard from staff of con¬ 
gressmen supporting the [Wolf Manage¬ 
ment] Act is they’re getting pressure from 
livestock producers,” says spokesperson 
Collette Adkins. 

Peterson’s bill is part of a broader con¬ 
gressional movement to eviscerate the 
Endangered Species Act. 

Last week, the Senate Environment 
and Public Works Committee convened 
to brainstorm how to “modernize” the 
act. Three of the five people who were 
called to address the panel argued the 
1973 federal law maligns the rights of 
states and those of private landowners. 

The officials seeking to roll back wild¬ 
life safeguards have a sympathizer with 
the new president. Donald Trump has 
shown no willingness to add the disap¬ 
pearing rusty patched bumblebee to the 
endangered species list. This, despite 
the fact that the bees pollinate a vari¬ 
ety of commercially grown plants and 
crops. -CORY ZUROWSKI

Poe boy 

Brock Fredin thinks he’s a character out of gothic literature. 
He’s more right than he knows. 


n January 2014, Catherine Schaefer 
found a guy through an online dat¬ 
ing site. 

Brock Fredin was cute and seemed 
like a good match. They agreed to meet 
for a drink at a Twin Cities watering hole. 

As Schaefer later stated in court records 
and an affidavit, the date never happened. 
Before they met, Fredin sent a series of “very 
odd” and intense texts. Schaefer decided 
a meeting was “not in her best interests.” 

She canceled and told Fredin to stop con¬ 
tacting her. He responded with a desperate 
plea, at one point offering her money to 
reconsider. Schaefer’s firm replies shut the 
door. Or so she thought. 

Over the next two years, she was con¬ 
tacted dozens of times by unfamiliar cell 
phone numbers and online dating profiles. 
In longer communiques, Schaefer recog¬ 
nized Fredin’s “unique” writing style, she 
wrote in the affidavit. Other messages just 
said, “Hi Cat.” No one else called her that. 

On two occasions, Schaefer claims, her 
mysterious correspondent sent images of 
his face. Schaefer found herself looking at 
Fredin’s boyish countenance. 

“No one will talk to me,” Fredin wrote 
under a pseudonym, according to the affida¬ 
vit. “I’m hot and still nothing. You blocking 
me breaks my heart. I’m so hurt. I start to 
treat all women like shit based on the les¬ 
sons women like you provide.” 

Another message the same night—quoted 
in Schaefer’s affidavit—threatened Schaefer 
with “consequences,” and listed the names 
of her advisors at Penn State University, 
where she was then pursuing a PhD. (Fredin 
and his attorney declined to comment 


for this story.) 

Schaefer contacted Pennsylvania police, 
who told her it’d be hard to get an order 
against someone who wasn’t an intimate 
partner. A Minneapolis cop told her she’d 
need to file in person — and be prepared to 
fly in more. She couldn’t afford that. 

Exasperated, Schaefer took to Facebook, 
detailing how a guy she’d never met was 
haunting her. A friend shared her post. 
Another Twin Cities woman soon reached 
out. Schaefer wasn’t Fredin’s only victim. 

In a story that would one day be told in 
court records, Fredin and the other woman 
met in fall 2015 through a dating site. After 
a few dates, she sensed something was off 
One night, what the woman now calls a set 
of “creepy” text messages pushed her over 
the edge, and she broke it off 

Fredin wasn’t having it. “Nope,” he wrote 
her, in an exchange later quoted in an appeals 
court ruling. ‘We are dating. Yes, you are 
taking me to see your family.” 

The messages, some sexually suggestive, 
continued for weeks. “Get on your knees 
and think of me,” he wrote, according 
to the ruling. But he’d picked the wrong 
victim. “Fuck you and your cruel thought 
experiments,” she wrote back. ‘You’ve done 
this shit before. We are NOT going on the 
occasional date. I am done talking to you.” 

Early last year, the woman filed for 
a restraining order, which was swiftly 
granted. Then she coached Schaefer 
through getting her own. Fredin hired 
Nathan Hansen, an attorney who adver¬ 
tised for clients on a website that says 
restraining order claims are often “scandal¬ 
ous, without merit,” and the accused should 


“lawyer up and explore your options.” 

Hansen filed to make Schaefer undergo a 
deposition, something her attorney said was 
“unheard of” in a stalking case. The judge 
denied the motion. Schaefer’s evidence of 
unwanted contact through the years was 
overwhelming. Her order was granted. 

Neither woman’s ordeal is over. Both have 
found profiles posted under their names 
on datingpsychos.com, a skeezy site that 
allows anonymous character assassination. 
Schaefer’s says she “stalks, harasses, and 
bullies.” The second woman’s profile says 
she’s a “certified piece of shit” who will “drag 
you into a legal batde.” Datingpsychos.com’s 
business model: The/11 kindly remove your 
profile if you pay a $100 ransom. 

In January, Fredin filed a discrimination 
complaint with Penn State against Schaefer, 
accusing her of stalking him. Fredin’s com¬ 
plaint notes he, the victim, has a “Master’s 
in Software Engineering” and owns a “well 
known web application used by many.” 

Schaefer’s worried about reputational 
damage, a trail of poisoned breadcrumbs 
leading to her name. She studies child and 
adolescent psychology, specifically gender 
identity, not things entrusted to someone 
with a bad reputation on Google. 

Still, her assessment of her predicament is 
unfailingly humane. “There’s not necessarily 
a logic to it when someone feels entitled 
to your time and attention. I think he has 
a lot of pain in him somewhere.” 

It’s a gentler view than Appeals Court 
Judge Kevin Ross took last month. Eredin 
appealed the second victim’s case, claiming 
a district court had erred. 

This was all a misunderstanding, Fredin 



claimed. The evidence against him was 
insufficient, though he did cop to publishing 
longing musings online about the woman. 
But those were akin to the writings of Edgar 
Allan Poe’s “The Raven,” mournful laments 
of love lost. 

Judge Kevin Ross ruled the evidence had 
nothing to do with 19th-century poetry and 
ever54hing to do with a menacing deploy¬ 
ment of 21st-century communication tools 
against a woman who wanted to be left alone. 

Ross closed his opinion with a little 
advice: “When one is characterized, rightly 
or wrongly, as a frighteningly obsessive ex¬ 
boyfriend eligible for a harassment restrain¬ 
ing order, the typical strategy for a reversal 
does not include aligning oneself with an 
allegedly opium-inspired author whose 
obsession with his deceased lover and other 
macabre poetry and prose are most com¬ 
monly narrated for their chilling effect.” 

In a way. Brock Fredin was right. This 
is a horror story. He is its author and main 
character. Innocent victims have turned 
into badass heroines, and the/re suddenly 
stealing the plot. It’s a thrilling twist. But 
someone should cancel this darkserial before 
the next chapter is written. 03

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Rosenthal booked the bands. 

The Foxfire opened at 319 First Ave. N. on July 2 , 1998, with a show 
headlined by local pop-rockers Dwindle. In the front were sandwiches 
and cappuccinos, open brick walls and small tables; the back room was 
a concrete box where hundreds of bands and dozens of DJs would play 
over the next 26 months. By the time it shut down on September 7,2000, 
the venue had become an institution for its loyal knot of regulars. “These 
teenage bands do really well and they’re really appreciative of having a 
place to play where all their friends can see them,” Larson told the Star 
Tribune at the end of 1998. 

Today, it’s hard to imagine another place like the Foxfire, especially right in 
downtown Minneapolis. At a time when all-ages shows tended to take place 
on the U of M campus or illegally, in houses, the Foxfire not only booked 
burgeoning local bands but also national touring acts, many barely on the 
public’s radar but soon to blow up: the Promise Ring, the Dismemberment 
Plan, At the Drive-In, Death Cab for Cutie, Black Dice — even Papa Roach. 

But the Foxfire wasn’t just emo central. It hosted hip-hop shows, dance-D J 
after-hours, teenage ska bands, and Christian-rock showcases (along with 
weekly Bible study sessions in the cafe). The best parallel to the Foxfire’s 
impact on the Twin Cities’ music scene? Its neighbor down the street. First 
Avenue and 7th St. Entry. “The Foxfire was widely recognized as having 
revitalized the local rock scene,” Keith Harris wrote in his post-mortem 
for the venue. “City Pages’ 2000 new-hand poll, for instance, was rife with 
‘Foxfire bands.’” 

This oral history is, unfortunately, missing the Foxfire’s defining voice. 
Elizabeth Larson, who still lives in Minnesota, did not respond to several 
interview requests. But the house she built, however short-lived, remains 
fondly, fervently remembered.

ELIZABETH LARSON’S DREAM was to start up a combo cafe and all-ages 
music space. She committed to making it happen at “a Calvin Krime concert 
in Thompson’s Arcade,” City Pages’ Peter S. Scholtes reported in 1998. “She 
couldn’t see the band.” When Larson opened the Foxfire Coffee Lounge in 
downtown Minneapolis that summer, she made sure to build the stage high. 

Larson had grown up in Lake Elmo and attended Seattle Pacific Uni¬ 
versity, a Christian school. In the mid-’90s, she met Tom Rosenthal, a self- 
motivated singer-guitarist leading the pop-punk band Magnatone. “Larson 
scraped together her savings [and] drafted ‘a very expensive business plan’ 
to persuade loan officers,” wrote the Star Tribune. The well-connected

THE FOXFIRE KIDS GATHER 


TOM ROSENTHAL [Foxfire booker]: Igrewup 
in the suburbs of New York City and went 
to college in Brooklyn. I’d been playing 
in hardcore bands. There was an all-ages 
venue called the Anthrax Club, in Norwalk, 
Connecticut. It was basically a warehouse 
in the middle of nowhere. They had every¬ 
one. I saw Fugazi on their first tour there. 
I was a volunteer. I took your money and 
put the X on your hand. I took a buck to 
give you a can of Hoffinan soda. As soon as 
I had a driver’s license, I was there every 
weekend. My band played there once a 
month. Some people had the football team; 
I had the Anthrax Club. 

TAD KUBLER [bassist, Lifter Puiier]: Tom 

Rosenthal at the time was dating Eliza¬ 
beth Larson, which always seemed like 
such a bizarre relationship, because Tom 
is from New York and Jewish, and she is 
very Midwestern and super-Christian. 

ROSENTHAL: The two ofus had met through 
mutual friends at a Christmas party, circa’95. 
Elizabeth had been talking about opening 
that kind of place for a longtime. I said: ‘Tf 
you want that place, I can get that music 
in there. I’m all in.” 

CRAIG FINN [singer, Lifter Puiier]: I didn’t 
know Elizabeth that well, but she seemed 
like someone who was maybe one step 
more organized and mature than the other 
people — like, she could pull it off 

ROBIN KYLE [singer, Vaiet; Foxfire barista]: 

I was hanging out with people who played 
music, and everyone was talking about it. 

DAN HAUGEN [Foxfire barista]: I was vol¬ 
unteering at KEAI at the time, helping out 
Mark Wheat with Local Sound Depart¬ 
ment. I remember lining up an interview 


with Tom and doing a little segment for 
the show. And I became a regular right 
from the get-go. 

KUBLER: It was this big cement box. Unless 
you had enough people in there to absorb 
the frequencies bouncing around, it sounded 
pretty crazy. 

JAMES DIERS [writer; singer. Love-cars]: 

Getting it to sound good was comparable 
to solving a Rubik’s Cube. 

TODD FINK [singer, the Faint]: I remember 
it sounding good compared to what we 
were used to. But we were also not hi-fi 
connoisseurs. We made our records inten¬ 
tionally to sound like we were playing in 
a crappy basement through a bad PA. So 
it sounded good to us. 

ROSENTHAL: The first two months were 
pretty slow. It takes a minute for people 
to even know it’s there. Once high school 
kids found out that this was a place that 
would let their band play, all of their friends 
and anybody who cared about that started 
coming there. 

ARZU GOKCEN [guitarist, Seiby Tigers]: It 

reminded me so much of when I was 15 
and started going to First Avenue, because 
Sunday night was all-ages shows in the 
[7th St.] Entry, so I’d go to ever 5 Thing I 
could. I’d definitely seen what these kids 
were doing: They would go to ever 3 Thing, 
just to see music. 

JON DOLAN [City Pages music editor, 1997- 
1999]: Kids sat on the floor between shows 
in a way that would’ve given you a staph 
infection if you’d tried it at the Entry. 

GOKCEN: You sold so much merch at those 
shows, too. Kids were just so eager to buy 
CDs. We had a T-shirt that we were selling 
for five bucks, styled after a high-school gym 


T-shirt from the ’70s. I see those T-shirts 
on people every so often now — “Oh! You 
were at a Foxfire show.” 

LINDSEY THOMAS [City Pages music edi¬ 
tor, 2004-2006]: I remember Smattering 
played there a bunch. Every song was like 
a lullaby, all hushed and gentle. And in 
between songs Matt Olson would make 
observations about the Eoxfire kids: ‘You 
kids hug each other a lot. Every time you 
see your friends, you hug them like it had 
been years. But you probably saw them 
yesterday. It’s nice!” 

KIDS SAT ON THE 
FLOOR BETWEEN

MATT OLSON [singer. Smattering]: I felt a 
little bit like everybody’s big brother or 
something. Minnesota in general — most 
people are a little self-conscious, a little 
uncomfortable, wantingto be cool and pro¬ 
gressive, but also stuck in this conservative 
anxiety, especially younger people trying 
out new identities. It was really frm to play 
with that. 

GOKCEN: Everyone was really well behaved. 
I know I sound like a grandma: Everyone 
was well behaved! But nothing ever got 
that out of control. 

DIERS: I worked a job downtown at one 
point and would oftentimes go buy an 


underwhelming, slightly overpriced tur¬ 
key sandwich from Elizabeth rather than 
dump seven dollars at Subway. 

FINK: I remember one of our band order¬ 
ing some kind of sandwich because of the 
name — a heavy metal band, a “Sabbath 
sandwich” or something like that — and 
then being mad because he didn’t read 
what the ingredients were and he hated 
what was inside. 

P.O.S [Stefon Alexander; Foxfire barista; 
rapper; singer, Buiiding Better Bombs]: We 

would make up ridiculous sandwiches 
and then put them on special. One style 
was to make one sandwich taste like it’s 
two sandwiches, so if you have it one way 
it’s like a roast beef sandwich, and if you 
flip the sandwich over you get turkey and 
Brie. Or else we’d try to make customers 
really uncomfortable by using every meat 
we stocked but no condiments. 

MAKING A SCENE 


JUSTIN ULYSSES MOORE [Foxfire sound 
engineer]: I spent most of my time at the 
Foxfire trying to figure out what the word 
“emo” meant. 

TOM LOFTUS [founder. Modern Radio Record 
Labei]: The Promise Ring would come 
through and play houses. When the Fox¬ 
fire popped up, it was the obvious place 
where everything was going. 

FINN: It was that era when bands on Jade 
Tree or DeSoto could pull hundreds of 
kids. The Foxfire really tapped into that. 

DOLAN: Those bands would have played 
the Entry, where you couldn’t get in if you 
were young. No one would have been there. 
That was a big gap: these kids who’d grown 
up discovering this kind of music that the 
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older indie rock people didn’t know about, 
or didn’t have any interest in if they heard it. 

THOMAS: Around that time, Make-Out 
Club was the big dating site for, for lack 
of a better term, emo kids. I remember 
there was a time when I thought, ‘'Maybe 
I should have a Make-Out Club account.” 
I went to check it out, and all of the Min¬ 
neapolis people were just Foxfire kids. 

TIGGER LUNNEY [former staff/booking agent, 
First Avenue]; I remember Tom showing 
me the big garage door opening to the back 
alley, saying, “Look how easy load-ins are 
going to be!” And I was like, “Look how 
easy it is to get wasted in this alle 5 rway 
before a show!” 

PATRICK COSTELLO [singer, Diiiinger Four]: 

I joked for a long time that my favorite bar 
downtown was the stairwell in the alley 
to the stage at the Foxfire. 

ROSENTHAL: Diiiinger Four were problem¬ 
atic: All their fans thought it was cool as 
hell to smuggle in beers and drink them 
out in public. I get that you want to do 
that. I was that kid too, in a way. But you 
couldn’t do it there. 

MOORE: Paddy was sitting on the toilet in 
the men’s room with the door open and all 
of his buddies and fans and friends were 
standing around while he was holding 
court — while he was dropping the deuce. 

JEREMY ACKERMAN [singer. Walker Kong 
and the Dangermakers]: We did a show at 
the Foxfire where we played the last song 


in the men’s room, acoustically, with the 
majority of the people crammed into the 
restroom. 

COSTELLO: I subsequently went to see 
Walker Kong and the Dangermakers several 
times because of that. 

ACKERMAN : I was talkingto Tom Rosenthal: 
“Oh, is there anythingcomingup with Lifter 
Puller?” And he’s like, “Dude, everybody 
wants to play with Lifter Puller.” 

IF THE FOXFIRE 
WAS CBGB’S, 
LIFTER PULLER 
WERE THE 
RANONES. 

ROSENTHAL: Lifter Puller went across 
everything. Everybody got into them. At 
that time, they were about as big as you 
could get for a local band, especially for a 
band that had been around for less than 
five years. 

AARON MADER [singer, the Plastic Constel¬ 
lations]: Fve never seen abetter show than 
those Lifter Puller shows at the Foxfire after 
The Entertainment and Arts EP came out. 
That sums up my high school experience. 

ACKERMAN: If the Foxfire was CBGB’s, they 
were the Ramones. 


COSTELLO: That stage was this condensed 
box; there was no way to walk away. Some¬ 
times it made certain bands get a little more 
aggro and out there, and Lifter Puller was 
definitely one of them. 

DIERS: The shitty sound did not matter 
because everyone was screaming the words 
to everything an 3 rway. 

KUBLER: Paul Grant, who was drafted by the 
Timberwolves, was coming to our shows. 
You can’t miss him, because the dude’s 
seven feet tall. After one of the Foxfire 
gigs he was like, “I love your band,” and 
rattled off all kinds of other bands. I was 
like, “This guy’s really into music.” He’s 
now my daughter Murphy’s godfather. 

JAI HENRY [Foxfire barista]: The Plastic 
Constellations were the Superboy of rock 
bands there — incredibly tight, incredibly 
fun. 

MADER: We were playing friends’ birth¬ 
day parties and the school dance in junior 
high. Then the Foxfire opened and it was 
a total game-changer. That entire summer 
I think I went to every show there. I sent a 
handwritten letter to Tom and Elizabeth, 
thanking them. I remember the next week 
or two, seeing that letter taped up on the 
refrigerator, and being like, ‘Yes!” 

ROSENTHAL: Aaron gave me their 7-inch, 
and the minute I spun it I knew I needed 
to meet these guys. 

FINN: Aaron invited me to see the Plastic 
Constellations at Foxfire. Also on that bill 


was the Killer Bees, which was the Plas¬ 
tic Constellations dressing in bumblebee 
costumes and acting tough: ‘Yo! You ever 
get stung by a bee? That was us!” It was 
so high concept: They were so young to 
be understanding why this was so funny. 
That was the most amazing thing I saw 
at the Foxfire. 

ROSENTHAL: Jimmy Eat World, although 
they were going for an all-ages scene, and 
definitely had devout followers in that, you 
could tell they were looking to get over, to 
become a pop act. 

JUSTIN PIERRE [singer. Motion City 
Soundtrack; Cleveland Scene, January 
24,2005]: Jimmy Eat World would come 
through and they would put a local band 
on the bill. Because of [the Foxfire], we got 
to play in front of people who wouldn’t 
normally see us. 

MADER: I remember seeing Heiruspecs’ 
CD release show and being like, “Oh shit, 
there’s a live hip-hop band that has horns. 
These kids are my age.” 

LORI KYLE [Foxfire barista]: Bill Clinton 
visited the Fine Line and all his people 
came into the Foxfire. All the Secret Service 
guys were up on the roof. 

MOORE: There was also a Christian rock 
night they were doing, I think Wednesday 
nights. That seemed to always be the night 
of the week the tip jar got stolen. 

STEVE PEDRO [Foxfire booker]: They weren’t 
there to preach — they were there to rock. 
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KUBLER: They’d have these totally chaotic 
punk rock shows, and then I would duck 
in there and they’d have a Christian Bible 
workshop in the back. At that time, itseemed 
like, “That’s crazy” Where now Td just be 
like, “Multipurpose room — sweet.” 

ROBIN KYLE: We did a lot of techno nights. 
They’d go to four in the morning; some 
went even later than that. We sold a lot 
of Jones soda to [the ravers] — coffee, too, 
but mostly crazy-colored sodas. 

ROSENTHAL: The Faint played the Foxfire 
at least half a dozen times. 

FINK: When we first started pla 5 dng proper 
clubs, I remember the Foxfire being the 
best one from those early tours. All the 
bands we met on the road on our level 
definitely knew of it, or had played there 
or were going to play there. 

THOMAS: I remember the shows I was really 
upset I didn’t get to go to — particularly 
an At the Drive-In/Get Up Kids show, a 
double-header, two shows in one day, and 
it sold out immediately. 

HENRY: It was a Halloween show. Those 
bands were huge as far as indie groups, so 
the energy of people being out in costume 
was pretty high. 

HAUGEN: I remember the At the Drive-In 
frontman [Cedric Bixler] just running up 
the wall on the side of the stage. 

HENRY: The drummer for the Get Up Kids 
was dressed up as a member of At the Drive 
In: an Afro wig, a dark denim vest. Also, 
one of them was Fred Durst. 

MOORE: When you see Low at the 7th St. 
Entry, they want everyone to be quiet and 
not smoke and sit down, but you hear the 
Mainroom. When Low played at the Foxfire, 
everyone shut up. It was actually quiet. 

LOFTUS: You look at those calendars: the 
Magnetic Fields, Low, Atmosphere, At the 
Drive-In, Papa Roach — I might not have 
wanted to see that. I remember thinking, 
“That’s a terrible name for a band.” 

HENRY: With Papa Roach, we were all 
like. A: Who the hell are these guys; B: 
Why is it such a big deal? And C: Gross. 
We called it yo-metal, or hr o-ter native. 
They’re trying to walk this line between 
emotional vulnerability and bad-ass-ness: 
“I’m sad, and I might beat you up.” You 
can’t have it both ways, bro. 

THE END OF AN ERA 


LOFTUS: I always wondered, “How’s the 
Foxfire going to survive?” There’s no way 
it could have been sustainable. Pizza Luce 
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was right down the street, and I remember 
people bringing Luce in. You can sell cof¬ 
fee, but how much coffee can one person 
drink in a night? 

ROSENTHAL: We had plenty of very suc¬ 
cessful shows. But the profit margin for 
the Foxfire was not that much, even on a 
sold-out show. 

MOORE: There were nights when the show 
sold out and they still lost money. 

COSTELLO: I was working on the booking 
staff of the Triple Rock, and that’s when you 
realize: You book all-ages shows at a club? 
You’re doing it for the love of the game. 

P.O.S: There wasn’t enough of a day crowd 
to make the place stay open. What Liz said 
at the end was they needed to make an 
extra hundred bucks a day, and the place 
would have stayed open. It was cutting 
it that close. 

ROSENTHAL: Elizabeth took me aside shortly 
before she announced it, to let me know 
first. It was definitely a bit abrupt. [She 
said] something to the effect of, ‘T have 
no choice but to do this now.” 

KEITH HARRIS [CP, September 13, 2000]: 

The e-mail announcing that the Foxfire 
Coffee Lounge would be closing was sent 
out by one of its employees, Steven Pedro, 
at approximately 6:30 p.m. on Thursday, 
September 7. By 7:30, there were at least 
a half-dozen messages on my City Pages 
voicemail, and at least as many at home, 
some with questions, some passing along 
the information, but all tinged with shock. 

P.O.S: We found out that it was closing in 
the morning, and then spent all day lining 


up every band that we could imagine to 
come and play the farewell show. 

THOMAS: I’d finished eating in the dining 
hall and went back to my dorm room and 
saw that it was the last night. I grabbed 
my earplugs and jumped on the bus, like: 
Drop everything, gotta go to the Foxfire. 

ACKERMAN: Tomwas totally bummed out. 
I think he took it harder than anybody. 
He was really invested in that club, and I 
think that was a hard, hard night for him. 

DANNY SIGELMAN [writer]: The last night 
the Foxfire was open we were having a 
bachelor party for Jeremy [Ackerman]. 
I met up with everybody and said, ‘Tet’s 
go down to the Foxfire — they’re closing 
tonight.” 

THOMAS: Walker Kong and the Dangermak- 
ers retired the song “All Ages Club” that 
night. Jeremy said, “In honor of the Foxfire, 
we are never playing this song again.” 

ROSENTHAL: Brokerdealer — [Finn had] 
started that in Minneapolis. I remember 
he was playing around with that when he 
first got to New York, before he put together 
the Hold Steady. 

FINN: I’d been fooling around with [elec¬ 
tronic producer] Mr. Projectile, recording 
demos. I was excited by something that 
didn’t require drums and bass rigs and a 
lot of equipment. Tom called, and we went 
down there and did it. That was one week 
before I moved to New York. I felt like, “If 
this isn’t going to be here, maybe this is a 
good time to be leaving.” 

THOMAS: The whole night was about com¬ 
forting each other with familiar things. 
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and then Craig Finn got up and debuted 
his Brokerdealer music. Everybody was 
just like, ‘What the fuck was that?” 

P.O.S: It went all night, well past whatever 
bar time was there, and everybody was 
crying the whole time. 

LORI KYLE: There was probably lots of 
alcohol that last night, too, snuck in. 

KATE SILVER [Foxfire barista]: We hung 
out afterward till early in the morning, 
cleaning up and organizing things. I had 
to do the radio show [on Radio K] the 
next morning, and went directly there 
with my friend Nichole [Neuman]. We 
talked about it on the air. It really felt 
like a death. 

ROSENTHAL: It was great, and it was sad. 
It was wonderful to have so many of the 
people who it truly meant something to 
be all there together and play all together 
in all this, but it hardly covered it. There 
was more to be said. You can’t get that in a 
day of performances, or in a couple days. 

M ADER: I don’t think I ever saw Elizabeth 
after that. She sort of disappeared. 

ROSENTHAL: This is speculation — I 
would not presume to speak for her — 
but Elizabeth probably felt like she let a 
lot of people down, and she didn’t know 
how to face that. And I don’t blame her. 
Nobody thought about what it really took, 
business-wise, to make that thing hap¬ 
pen or not. 

THOMAS: I remember thinking, ‘T should 
have bought more sandwiches and Jones 
Soda.” 

ACKERMAN: When it was gone, things sort 
of dispersed. 

LOFTUS: It was a real scramble — a shuf¬ 
fling of the deck of the Twin Cities music 
community. 


MADER: The Foxfire and the 1021 house 
both closed relatively [close together]. 
We literally had no place to play. We’d 
play a show at the Dinkytowner, and none 
of it really felt right. And our fan base 
immediately disappeared. Those kids 
who were coming in from Coon Rapids 
were not immediately searching for us 
after the Foxfire. 

GOKCEN: It was so sad. That scene and 
everything it went through — I’m not 
dismissing the next couple things that 
tried to be venues there, but the spirit 
wasn’t the same. And they weren’t all-ages. 

ACKERMAN: Twenty-six months? That’s 
hardly anything. But the impact seems 
big to me. 

P.O.S: Everybody that was touched by that 
place moved forward and really worked 
to smash out some real music and real 
albums. Everybody’s demo-sounding 
albums started sounding a little better. 

LOFTUS: Years later, I was like, “Man — 
how did that place even exist? How did 
that one place host so much stuff at once, 
that were part of so many disparate, dif¬ 
ferent subcultures that, frankly, never 
figured it out?” 

ROSENTHAL: After the Foxfire was done, I 
decided to move back to New York. I went 
straight into graduate school. I remember 
playing at the Hexagon Bar with a cover 
band right before I left, and Elizabeth 
was there. I haven’t spoken to her since 
shortly after 9/II. I ran into her brother 
a couple years ago in Brooklyn at Union 
Hall. He said Elizabeth’s doing well. She’s 
married, has a kid. That’s about all I know. 

I’d had this experience as a teenager of 
being a regular at all-ages shows, and being 
part of that scene. And I was so touched 
that I could give that to somebody else 
— and, apparently, lots of other people. 
That’s, to me, the biggest thing — I was 
able to help other people have that too. 03

Diamond Lake’s Xavi is too good to be kept secret

^ can’t not do this ” 

I Michael Agan 
I has been working 
A in restaurants for 
over 20 years, and he can’t 
not do it. 

He’s cooked under some of 
our most revered local chefs 
(well, pretty much all of the 
revered local chefs) including 
Tim McKee of La Belle Vie 
fame, Steven Brown now of 
St. Genevieve and Tilia, and 
Doug Flicker of Piccolo and 
Esker Grove. 

And even though he finally 
has his own restaurant—a very 
good one—you still might not 
know his name. 

That restaurant, Xavi, is 
similarly obscure. It’s in the 
former home of First Course, 
a lovely but rather hidden 
location in Diamond Lake. 

Every chance he gets, Agan 
buries his name behind his 
partner James Elm, also a20-year restaurant 
veteran, but this 
time in the front of 
house. To top it off, 
Agan gives his wife 
“at least 90 percent 
credit” for everything 
he’s accomplished. 

In a nutshell, Agan might be the most 
self-effacing chef on the planet. 

That partially explains why, after working 
behind the scenes at so many big-time, flashy 
illustrious restaurants, Agan did not want 
a flashy one of his own. But he says it’s also 
because he loves “the element of surprise.” 

“The best part of doing this,” he says, 
“is when someone sits down and says, Dh 
my goodness, this is so much better than 
I expected.’” 

During his illustrious career, Agan 
also worked the entire tenure of Jean 
Georges Vongerichten’s restaurant in 
the Chambers Hotel, a “mind-blowing” 
experience, he says. The internationally 
known Vongerichten brought a “SWAT 
team” of incredible New York City chefs 
to train the local crew, a team who he says 


refused to dumb anything down for the 
Midwest. 

Agan says the lead chef, Greg Branin, 
“is one of those guys who doesn’t look 
you in the eye, he looks into the back of 
your skull.” 

“Once you get to that level,” says Agan, 
“you can’t deny it ever again.” 

He can’t deny it, and you can taste it all 
over the menu at Xavi, where Southeast 
Asian influence meets contemporary 
French. It’s a cooking style you don’t 
see much around the Twin Cities (Jean 
Georges itself lasted fewer than three years 
in Minneapolis), but it’s a unique style, 
and one Agan does with tact. 

His best work is with small plates and 
shareables — it’s his personal favorite way 
to eat and it shows. Every meal at Xavi 
begins with a little pot of house pickles, a 
small gesture that goes a long way toward 
making you feel welcome. It even says so 
on the menu: “Everyone gets pickles.” 
How could you not love that? 

Among other things to love, the mango 
salad is a tropical stunner with punchy, 
fresh mint and scallion, bright yellow 


fingers of mango, and peppery fresh ginger 
vinaigrette that holds together shredded 
lettuce. Finished with cashews, it was 
perhaps only missing a spice element, but 
nonetheless it’s the kind of thing you’d 
happily devour daily. 

Another cold salad tangles gossamer 
cellophane noodles and ginger shrimp 
poached just to that point where raw 
meets cooked, the whole of it cloaked with 
roasted chile, mushrooms, peanuts, and 
miso chile dressing. It’s a slippery, wild 
ride that cries out for a white takeout box 
and a pair of chopsticks, though it’s just 
a little too fine for that. 

They do beautiful, fussy things with beef 
tartare, with three round dollops of ruby 
red, jewel-cut brunoise beef resting on 
seaweed-encrusted rice crackers, each with 
a 5 dn-yang swipe of dark, fermented black 
bean emulsion and bright, crisp Serrano 
chile and Napa cabbage. It’s a topsy-turvy 
excursion that keeps changing until the 
final bite is gone. 

Pork belly arrives in precise, laser-cut 
bricks of the fatty meat, crisped on the 
outside, soft within. Since it’s winter, you’ll 


find it paired with supple, 
sherry-braised endive and 
figs, but when the season 
permits, blocks of juicy 
watermelon balance the pork 
like opposite sides of a coin. 

The menu changes roughly 
monthly, and I’d recommend 
keeping an eye on those 
changes and then heading 
over to celebrate the subtle 
shifting of the season and the 
ingredients and inspiration 
that follow. 

The restaurant does serve 
entrees too, though I’m 
reluctant to spend any time 
mentioning them, because it 
just doesn’t seem like the way 
to use Xavi. Everybody loves 
a grilled hanger steak with 
mushrooms and Brussels, or 
a pork loin with potatoes and 
olive tapenade, butyou’ve had 
them before and here they’re 
neither better nor worse. 

Which brings me to my principal 
concern for Xavi. Tucked away in the 
residential community that is Diamond 
Lake, I wonder how many duck breasts 
with XO sauce (a funky, fishy condiment) 
the neighborhood is going to get hungry 
for. Xavi has boldly excluded burgers, 
flatbreads, and a Caesar salad with a 
flaccid chicken breast from their menu, 
and Agan insists that no one has asked 
for them. But will they instead ask for 
the pork loin and potatoes and miss out 
on the wonders of butterscotchy, wobbly 
miso-caramel pudding with crispy sesame 
crackers — a dessert that you want to dive 
into and eat your way out of? 

I hope not. If Xavi were in either of the 
downtowns, or even Uptown, it would 
be the white-hot place to sip and nibble, 
nibble and sip. But instead, you’ll have to 
go out of your way for miso pudding and 
yuzu poundcake with shiso. 

And you should. If enough of us make 
Xavi our special secret spot, perhaps it 
will become not so secret, and Agan can 
continue to do this. 

He can’t not. 03

from prison. It’s semi-autobiographical, 
as Diaz did time in Colorado in his early

Already an international star and 
headlining comedian, Jim Jefferies 
gained further notice in 2014 when 
a clip from his comedy special Bare 
went viral. The subject? Gun control. 

In the clip, seen so far by 1.7 million 
viewers, Jefferies, an Australian, says 
he has no problem with our Second 
Amendment. ‘What I’m not for is 
bullshit arguments and lies,” he says. 
The only argument for having a gun, 
he reasons, is: “Fuck off. I like guns.” 
This is not the best argument, he adds, 
“but it’s all you’ve got.” Jefferies caused

Unnecessary sequel Rings explains away the terror

ome sequels are inevitable. Others 
are inexplicable. 

Can you guess which category 
Rings belongs to? Arriving more 
than a decade after The Ring Two, this new 
chapter is one of those doomed movies that 
no one asked for and few have gone to see. 
Fans of the franchise — which, at its core, 
still boasts a genuinely chilling premise 
— will likely follow in the characters’ 
footsteps and find themselves unable 
to resist watching. Anyone who does so 
probably won’t die seven days later, but 
is apt to regret the decision all the same. 

The video in question remains the series’ 
most frightful element. For the uninitiated 
and/or forgetful, a refresher: There exists 
an unmarked VHS tape containing surreal, 
disturbing imagery that suggests a film 
student’s approximation of an avant-garde 


snuff film. A woman brushes her hair in 
a mirror as a look of concern falls across 
her face. Trees burn and bugs crawl. And 
at the end, you see the ring. As soon as it’s 
over, your phone rings and the voice on 
the other end says, “Seven days.” 

Rings gives the video an update, as it’s 
now available to watch on laptops and 
smartphones. The proto-viral video has 
become more insidious than ever before, 
its curse now just a click away from finding 
more victims. 

For all that. Rings doesn’t bode well from 
the beginning, the age of the performers 
being the first sign that something is amiss. 
TheRingwBS unique for featuring an actual 
adult as its protagonist, let alone one as 
talented as Naomi Watts; Rings opts instead 
for a college-age ensemble — no doubt in 
an attempt to capture that oh-so-sweet 
millennial market — but its undergrad 
sensibilities earn a failing grade. 


In this latest installment, the original 
VHS tape has taken on a m 5 Thic quality, 
not least because it’s only viewable on 
antiquated technology. A rogue professor 
has formed a sort of secret society based 
around watching the video and, before 
the seven days are up, making a copy 
so someone else can watch it as well — 
doing so lets the viewer off the clock and 
begins the process anew for whichever 
unfortunate soul has seen it most recently. 
As in the superior It Follows, terror is 
communicable. 

Our heroine this time around is Julia 
(Matilda Lutz), who’s forced to stay home 
and care for her ailing (and absent) mother 
while her boyfriend goes off to college. 
Unbeknownst to her, his extracurriculars 
involve a certain club. Intrepid young adult 
that she is, Julia endeavors to not only 
rescue her beau by watching the video but 
also to find out who made it and why — a

trip through Emg lore that’s occasionally 
enlighteningbut mostly expository. (Turns 
out that the series, which began in 1998 
with Japan’s Ringu, all traces back to a 
blind priest in rural Washington. Who 
would have thought?) 

The attempt to expand and build on the 
mythos is both admirable and ill-advised. 
That professor is using the tape — and the 
little girl who emerges from the screen to 
claim her victims once their time is up — 
as evidence of the afterlife, and here we 
learn more about both her and her mother. 
But the impulse to explain is at odds with 
the impulse to frighten, and the longer 
this movie (and series) goes on, the less 
unsettling it becomes. 03

An out-of-touch ruler leads this excellent offering

A Guthrie production oi King Lear 
was always going to be a major 
event, but it’s one that’s gained 
eerie resonance since being 
announced last spring. An aging ruler, with 
autocratic leanings, demanding elaborate 
ballyhoo and exacting such rash vengeance 
that it brings ruin upon his family and nearly 
his entire kingdom? The Guthrie might 
as well save on advertising, since Lear is 
already on the front page every day. 

It’s director Joseph Haj’s first Shakespeare 
production to be developed at the Guthrie 
Gast year’s Pericles was largely imported), 
and he’s pulled out all the stops. The show 
boasts a towering set, a stunning produc¬ 
tion design, and an A-list cast that includes 
two superb actors alternating in the title 
role. It’s an opportunity to see two different 
Lears in the same production, and you’d 
be well-advised to take it: If there’s a show 
this season that will reward multiple view¬ 
ings, this is it. 

The precisely paced production begins as 
audience members are still takingtheir seats: 
Wait staff are positioningfloral arrangements 
on a long banquet table in an impossibly 
vast hall with concave walls that rise up 
to the stratosphere in Marion Williams’ 
awe-inspiring set. As the play begins, doors 
open and the principals of Shakespeare’s 
epic tragedy spill onto the stage. They’re 
smiling widely, but they won’t be for long. 

Lear’s three daughters, Goneril (Kate 
Nowlin), Regan (Sun Mee Chomet), and 
Cordelia (Kim Wong), take their chairs, 
ready to hear their father’s promised state¬

ment about the disposition of his empire. 
Meanwhile, we meet Gloucester (James A. 
Williams) and his illegitimate son Edmund 
(Thomas Brazzle), who hatches a scheme to 
disinherit Gloucester’s legitimate son Edgar 
(Jason Rojas) in what starts as a subplot and 
then becomes the drama’s focus. 

The two Lears—both Guthrie vets who 
are well-prepared to take the character to 
madness and back — are Nathaniel Fuller 
and Stephen Yoakam. Of the two. Fuller 
is the more regal and haughty: When he 
falls, he falls far. Yoakam is earthier, with 
a commanding presence but also warmth 
that adds a special poignancy to his final 
scenes with Cordelia. See both if you can, 
but if you have to pick one, go with Yoakam. 

There are a lot of unforgettable roles in 
this classic play, and all the actors sink their 
teeth in. The cast doesn’t have a weak link, 
from the utterly commanding Brazzle to 
Sha Cage, whose small but crucial role as 
France provides a key to Haj’s respectful 
yet contemporary take on this material. 

Composer Victor Zupanc and sound 
designer Darron L. West have created a 
propulsive soundscape that underpins the 
action, including a rumbling electronic 
cue that scores an unforgettable moment 
involving Regan’s revenge on the disloyal 
Gloucester. Through horror, humor, or 
hubris, this is a production that keeps your 
spine tingling and your head spinning. 03

Detroit rapper Tee Grizzley’s ‘Tirst Day 
Out” was one of the last major street sin¬ 
gles of 2016. Its true-crime lyrics, which 
detail Grizzley’s roles in Michigan home 
invasions and the attempted robbery of 
a Kentucky jewelry store, and its epic, 
cinematic structure, similar to Meek Mill’s 
explosive two-part masterpiece “Dreams 
and Nightmares,” made the song an instant 
viral hit. Not even three months passed 
before Grizzley signed a deal with 300 
Entertainment (home to Migos, Young 
Thug, and Fetty Wap), setting him up to 
be the first big Detroit street rapper to 
come up since the city’s beloved Dough- 
boyz Cashout.

7TH ST. ENTRY, MONDAY 2.27 
There have been a lot of conversations 
about rock music’s current cultural import 
recently, but the New York indie four- 
piece LVL UP aren’t trying to be saviors. 
They humbly keep alive the fuzzy ’90s 
sounds of bands like Neutral Milk Hotel, 
Guided by Voices, and Sebadoh.
